In answer to his imterrog- 


ney, and Why don’t he attend to 
the duties of his office, he is informed 
that when official and other duties do 


not call him elsewhere, he can be 
found at his office during his usual 
business hours, ready to answer any 
grievance that A Citizen’’ may have, 
should he call, which the ex-lottery 
dealer never has done. 

Not only for his own edification, but 
for that of others it may be well o 
say that Section 5 of the act concerning

shall attend the Court held in 
his county for the transaction of crimi- 
nal business; shall also attend Jus- 
tices’ Courts in his county when re- 
quired by Justices of the Peace, and 
conduct all prosecutions on behalf of 
the people for public offenses. In no 

sense does the law make that officer a 
peace officer, or a detective, and it 
does not impose upon him the obliga- 
tion of being other than a public pros- ed 
ecutor when a complaint has D 
duly made. 

he violations of law of which A 
Citizen“ complains is a misdemeanor 
over Which the Justices of the Peace 


have j@risdiction, and should he desire |, 


to suppress the crime—such it is—of 
selling lottery tickets, knowing of an of- 
fense, it is his bounden duty to go be- 
fore Judge Young and file a complaint. 
That done, an arrest will be made, and 
if “required by the Justice of the 
Pyace“ the District Attorney will con- 
duct the prosecution to the best of his 
ability. 

It is the duty of each and every citi- 
zen to aid in maintaining and enforcing 
all laws. None but a moral — 
will seek to shirk responsibilit yy 
trying to cast odiuth upon any official 
by making an unjustifiable complaint 
such as that made by A Citizen,” 
which bears on its face the marks of 
his own turpitude. He practically ad-
